Governor’s Commission on 
Physical Fitness, the test 
will 
m e a s u re 
m u sc u lar 
strength and endurance of 
both the arm s and shoulders 
and the abdominal region as 
well as the cardiorespiratory 
endurance of the student, 
according 
to 
physical 
education coordinator Rita 
Barnes. 
M uscular stren g th and 
en d u ra n ce of a rm s and 
shoulders for boys will be 
measured by chin-ups while 
girls will be evaluated on 
their ability to do 90-second 
flexed arm hangs. 
Strength and endurance of 
abdominal regional muscles 


will be evaluated by the 
student doing bent-leg sit­ 
ups for two minutes. 
The 
c a rd io re sp ira to ry 
endurance test will require 
students in grades 4 6 to run 
and walk a mile as fast as 
they can, v/hile students in 
grades 7-12 will be asked to 
cover a mile and a half 
distan ce 
as

"The norms for this test

based 
on

‘f it’ 
population rather than an 
‘average’ population,” Mrs.

I have been told that after 
the big war-World War II-- 
that our fighting men came 
home to big welcomes, to big 
opportunities, to big-hearted 
people, and to big jobs. But, 
now nearly 30 years later, 
after the long war-Vietnam 
-there seem 
to 
be 
long 
periods of readjustment, 
long 
periods 
of 
non­ 
acceptance by friends you 
you left behind, long waits 
for educational and other 
benefits, and long 
unem­ 
ployment lines. All this and a 
disability 
too--a 
double 
dilemma. 
As I traveled throughout 
the United States visiting 
severely disabled Vietnam 
veterans, I have had them 
tell 
me that 
doors 
have 
closed in their faces when 
they 
searched 
for 
em ­ 
p loym en t, 
telephones 
slammed in their ears, and 
personnel 
people 
have 
echoed in unison, “ sorry, no 
jobs.” Yet, in my travels I 
also 
meet 
many 
private 
employers, federal officials, 
personnel and others who 
are responsible for hiring. 
They have quite a different 
story. 
They tell me they have 
called 
the 
Veterans 
Adm inistration, the State 
Em p lo ym en t 
S e rv ic e s , 
veterans’ organizations, the 
National 
Alliance 
of 
Businessmen, and other 
State and national resour­ 
ces, and that they cannot 
locate disabled veterans to 
hire. 
Why 
is 
the 
disabled 
veteran of the long 
war 
viewed so differently from 
his counterpart of the big 


w ar? 
Why 
do 
disabled 
Vietnam veterans say there 
are 
no job opportunities, 
while employers say that 
there 
are 
no 
disabled 
Vietnam veterans to be 
found? WTiat is the cause of 
this double dilemma? 
The first of these dilem­ 
mas is easier for me to 
understand. 
The 
un­ 
popularity of the Vietnam 
war 
is 
clear. 
This 
un­ 
popularity led many young 
veterans to question whether 
their involvement was right 
or wrong. They are em­ 
barrassed about theiTTole in 
the war, and want to forget 
it-even hide it. A seriously 
disabled 
Vietnam 
veteran 
can neither forget his role, 
nor hide it. 
Employers 
too 
are 
af­ 
fected by the Nation’s at­ 
titude toward the Vietnam 
war. Some employers may 
not 
feel responsible for 
hiring disabled veterans of 
Vietnam. They too want to 
forget the war. 
Many disabled veterans 
who have had doors slam­ 
med 
in 
their 
faces 
or 
telephones slammed in their 
ears have already resigned 
themselves to the possibility 
of 40 years of idleness while 
their neighbors go off to 
work. As we live in a society 
dominated by the work ethic, 
disabled 
veterans 
must 
contribute to the society in 
order to gain its respect. 
Participation in the world of 
work and a close family 
relationship 
are 
the 
two 
most important factors in 
establishing 
a 
disabled 
veteran’s dignity. 
I'm asking those of you 
who fought in the big war, 
and who now hold positions 
of responsibility in 
our 
society, to serve again in a 
different way. Those of you 
who willingly charged an 
island in the South Pacific 
and who marched across the 
width of Europe, can now7 
make it your goal to insure 
jobs for disabled Vietnam 
veterans-and you can start

Criswell Reaches Dream 
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Pulpit Master Observes 30 Years 


By PRESTON MCGRAW 
DALLAS (UPI) - In 1944, 
Wallie Amos Criswell, then a 
young Baptist pastor in Mus­ 
kogee, Okla., dreamed he 
was sitting in the balcony of 
a big church at a funeral. 
The church was packed 
with mourners and banked 
with flowers and a casket 
was in front of the pulpit. 
Criswell asked v/ho had died 
and was told that it was Dr. 
George 
W. 
Truett. 
the 
strongest figure of the time 
in the Southern 
Baptist 
Church. 
Truett was pastor of the 
First Baptist Church 
in 
Dallas. Criswell said a man 
sitting on his left in the 
dream pressed his knee and 
told him, “ You must go down 
and preach to my people.” 
Criswell said he turned to 
see who had spoken to him 
and it was Truett. 
Dr. Criswell, now 64 ob­ 
serves his 30th anniversary 
Sunday as pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Dallas Its 
members include janitors, 
judges, bankers, lawyers 
and people like oil billionaire 
IL L. Hunt. It is evangelist 
B illy 
G rah am ’s 
home 
church. 
Criswell is one of the most 
powerful leaders of the 
Southern 
Baptist 
faith. 
Under his leadership, the 
Dallas church has become 
the largest in the Southern 
Baptist 
Convention. 
In 
budget 
and 
total 
mem­ 
bership (18,000), it is the 
largest evangelical church 
in the world. 
Last 
year, 
the 
mem­ 
bership contributed 
$5.2 
million. This year, members 
will contribute about 
$5.5 
million to more than cover a 
$4.2 million 
budget 
Next 
y e a r’s 
budget 
is 
$4.89 
million. 
Criswell is a pulpit master 
of the rich phrase - hands, 
eyes and full head of white 
hair raised heavenward, full 
voice suddenly 
swelling 
from whisper to roar. But he 
is 
not 
exactly 
an 
old­ 
fashioned fire and brimstone 
preacher. 
“ An expository preacher” 
is what his staff calls him. 
“ He 
preaches 
Hell 
but 
preaches the love of God at 
the same time,” they say. 
Whatever his formula, 
has been successful. In 
years at the church, he has 
baptized 9,450 converts and 
has received 25,200 more into 
membership “ by letter and 
statement.” 
Criswell is in the pulpit 


twice nearly every Sunday 
morning. He keeps himself 
in shape by visits to the 
exercise room of the YM CA 
across the street. Criswell 
finishes 
his 
workouts 
by 
leaping up to a bar across a 
door and chinning himself to 
exhaustion. 
In a time when there is 
more talk of religion than in 
decades. Criswell does not 
think christianity is on the 
increase worldv/ide. 
As for the general state of 
the 
world, 
he 
said: 
“ Deplorable. It s politically 
unstable, 
like 
I ’ve 
never 
seen before.” 
He and other prominent 
preachers have reported 
seeing some of the biblical 
signs 
that 
presage 
the 
second coming of Christ. But 
Criswell said he does not 
know hov/ soon the second 
coming will be. 
“ The Lord said that even 
the angels do not know,” 
Criswell said. 
“ The Lord 
says he does not know. To 
speculate 
would 
be 
to 
assume a prerogative that 
we do not possess.”

the country. He wears his

congregation did not think it 
odd when he dressed in a 
cowboy suit for a meeting 
prior to his 30th anniversary. 
The First Baptist Church 
now pays Criswell between 
$25,000 and $30,000 a year. He 
recently announced that he 
had been paid a total of 
$300,000 as the ch u rch ’s 
pastor and was going to 
return it all. 
He already has started 
paying it back on an annual 
basis and his will provides 
for payment if he dies before 
he finishes.

As for retiring, he said: “ I 
intend to preach for the rest 
of my life.” 
In the 30 years, members 
of First Baptist Church have 
contributed a total of $51 
million. 
First Baptist is one of the 
few downtown churches in 
the country that is growing 
and prospering. It owns 
three-and-ahalf blocks of 
choice downtown property, 
worth $14 million. 
In everything that is used 
commercially, the Baptists 
pay tax. 
Dr. Criswell believes that
